Since the beginning of recorded history, we learn that Man has been endowed with an instinct to 
race with his fellow man in one form or another. All of us have watched babies waddle on all-fours 
across the room and back, while outside young boys race each other to the gate as little girls watch on in 
laughter. Story tellers have thrilled us with various versions of races such as the traditional fea, between 
a fast Tortoise and a slow Hare and Mark Twain's celebrated JUMPING FROG with a belly full of 
buckshot. 

Later on, ancient Man, tired of traveling everywhere on foot and longing to cross the stream or lake, 
hewed for himself a boat out of a log, then began racing on water. 

Once that greatest of all inventions — the wheel — was discovered, he began racing in earnest. 
We know that as far back as 4000 years ago the Egyptians raced their Chariots across the burning sands of 
Africa, inspiring General Lew Wallace to thrill us with one of the most fabulous racing stories of ah 
times, The Great Chariot Race in Ben Hur. 

Today Man races with just about every form of transportation conceivable while nations work night 
and day in their so-called "race in Space". 

In this album we have endeavored to put into song and story some various types of man's racing 
abilities. The idea began some five years ago when our recording of HOT ROD LINCOLN achieved some 
success. I had gone to a record company with the thought of using various types of racing songs in one 
package calling it "FAMOUS HOT-RODDERS I HAVE KNOWN". Although that record company was 
not interested in the idea, I just happened to mention it to Mr. Don Pierce of STARDAY backstage at a 
Grand Ole Opry show. Don liked the idea and told me that if ever I decided to record for his company 
•' we would do that album. Thanks to Don and STARDAY, here it is. Included here, naturally, is 
that great song story of Charlie Ryan's, the HOT ROD LINCOLN, as well as the follow-up song where 
ht raced the LINCOLN against a gal on a SIDE CAR CYCLE. The ony thing that could possibly out-run 
tt.at LINCOLN would have to be that fabulous experimental jet, the X-15 which just about breaks all 
speed records every time it goes aloft. 

Horse racing has been one of our most popular sporting events for many years in all countries, but 
it took America's famous folk bard, Stephen Foster, to give us our best race track song, CAMPTOWN 
RACES. We have doctored it up a bit here with apologies to Mr. Foster. 

Racing on the rails is quite difficult due to the fact that there are few tracks that run side by side. 
There was a GREAT TRAIN RACE during the Civil War but most of our racing songs on rail are con- 
fined to such exploits as the famous WRECK OF THE OLD 97 and the sad story of BEN DEWBERRY’S 
FINAL RUN. 

To some of our listeners, the Figure 8 race might be something new as it was to us. While in 
Nashville recording this album, Don Pierce suggested that i accompany Tommy Hill to one of their pop- 
ular Figure i Races in hopes that we could come up with a song along those lines. As a result of that 
thrilling outing we dreamed up the song included here. THE GREAT FIGURE EIGHT RACE. The next 
day another FIGURE EIGHT song came into the studio which we also thought wise to record here. 

In closing, let us pay a brief tribute to two of the greatest HOT RODDERS that ever lived or 
drove a racing car. One of them lives today, the former chicken farmer who is anything but "chicken" 
when it comes to driving at top speeds, JUNIOR JOHNSON. His story is told here as is that of the 
Late FIREBALL ROBERTS, whose fearless exploits brought him fame and fortune before his untimely 
death in the "CHARLOTTE 500" last year. So great was his renown that newspapers all over the world 
wrote his cpitath upon learning of the tragedy. We are told that FIREBALL ROBERTS got his start by 
digging through the junk heap- a-. boy, making up his own jalopies, delivering "white lightning" at 
night to earn enough to build his famous No. 22. 

And so, we have at long la.it, completed our album of racing songs. To say that I knew all of 
these famous HOT-RODDF.RS would be stretching it a bit . . . but then, whenever a man becomes a 
famous hero, we all know him. . . don't we?

We know that as far back as 4000 years ago the Egyptians raced their Chariots across the burning sands ot 
Africa, inspiring General Lew Wallace to thrill us with one of the most fabulous racing stories of ah 
times, The Great Chariot Race in Ben Hur. 

Today Man races with just about every form of transportation conceivable while nations work night 
and day in their so-called "race in Space". 

In this album we have endeavored to put into song and story some various types of man's racing 
abilities. The idea began some five years ago when our recording of HOT ROD LINCOLN achieved some 
success. I had gone to a record company with the thought of using various types of racing songs in one 
package calling it "FAMOUS HOT-RODDERS I HAVE KNOWN". Although that record company was 
not interested in the idea, I just happened to mention it to Mr. Don Pierce of STARDAY backstage at a 
Grand Ole Opry show. Don liked the idea and told me that if ever I decided to record for his company 
we would do that album. Thanks to Don and STARDAY, here it is. Included here, naturally, is 
that great song story of Charlie Ryan's, the HOT ROD LINCOLN, as well as the follow-up song where 
ht raced the LINCOLN against a gal on a SIDE CAR CYCLE. The ony thing that could possibly out-run 
tnat LINCOLN would have to be that fabulous experimental jet, the X-15 which just about breaks all 
speed records every time it goes aloft. 

Horse racing has been one of our most popular sporting events for many years in all countries, but 
it took America s famous folk bard, Stephen Foster, to give us our best race track song, CAMPTOWN 
RACES. We have doctored it up a bit here with apologies to Mr. Foster. 

Racing on the rails is quite difficult due to the fact that there arc few tracks that run side by side. 
There was a GREA7 TRAIN RACE during the Civil War but most of our racing songs on rail are con- 
fined to such exploits as the famous WRECK OF THE OLD 97 and the sad story of BEN DEWBERRY'S 
FINAL RUN. 

.To some of our listeners, the Figure 8 race might be something new as it was to us. While in 
Nashville recording this album, Don Pierce su gg ested that i accompany Tommy Hill to one of their pop- 
ular Figure d Races in hopes that we could come up with a song along those lines. As a result of that 
thrilling outing we dreamed up the song included here, THE GREAT FIGURE EIGHT RACE. The next 
day anothei FIGURE EIGHT song came into the studio which we also thought wise to record here. 

In closing, let us pay a brief tribute to two of the greatest HOI' RODDERS that ever lived or 
drove a racing car. One of them lives today, the former chicken farmer who is anything but "chicken” 
when it comes to driving at top speeds, JUNIOR JOHNSON. His story is told here as is that of the 
Late FIREBALL ROBERTS, whose fearless exploits brought him fame and fortune before his untimely 
death in the CHARLOTTE 500” last year So great was his renown that newspapers all over the world 
wrote his epitath upon learning of the tragedy. We are told that FIREBALL ROBERTS got his start by 
digging through the junk hcap< as ;* boy, making up his own jalopies, delivering "white lightning” at 
night to earn enough to build his famous No. 22. 

And so, we have at long I ,t, completed our album of racing songs. To say that I knew all of 
these famous HOI -RODDERS would be stretching it a bit . . . but then, whenever a man becomes a 
famous hero, we all know him. . don't we?
